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FORE  WORD. 


Since  the  last  Report  we  have  to  record  a  number  of  changes  in 
the  personnel  of  our  Governing  Body,  our  Medical  Staff,  and  in  the 
accommodation  and  equipment  of  our  Hospital. 

Beginning  with  the  last  of  these  classifications,  the  new  nurses’ 
wing  was  actually  occupied  in  February,  1935,  and  has  fully  justified 
the  launching  of  the  1934  extension  scheme,  with  the  inauguration  of 
which  our  late  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr.  Collett  Smith,  was  so  closely 
connected  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

We  now  have  ample  and  suitable  accommodation  for  housing 
the  full  staff  of  nurses  and  maids  essential  to  working  the  Hospital  at 
its  full  complement  of  40  beds. 

The  portable  X*^aY  apparatus,  which  was  subsequently  added 
to  our  extension  scheme  as  an  urgent  necessity,  was  actually  installed 
in  November,  1935,  and  has  already  proved  its  great  value,  particularly 
in  accident  cases.  The  small  extension  to  the  office  has  proved  a 
great  boon  to  the  clerical  staff  and  House  Committee.  The  Office 
work,  which  for  the  last  few  years  has  been  carried  on  under  excessively 
cramped  conditions,  can  now  be  performed  in  comfort. 

In  dealing  with  the  changes  in  the  Governing  Body,  it  is  with 
the  very  greatest  regret  that  we  have  to  announce  the  resignation  of 
our  President,  Sir  Joseph  Lowrey,  K.B.E.,  which  will  take  effect  at 
the  forthcoming  Annual  General  Meeting.  Sir  Joseph  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  our  Hospital,  and  during  the  whole  of  its  existence,  and 
particularly  during  the  last  7  years  in  which  he  has  been  President,  his 
zeal  and  thoughtful  guidance  have  been  of  immense  value  and  a  great 
encouragement  to  the  members  of  the  Committee,  the  Staff,  and  the 
permanent  officials,  in  their  work  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital.  We  shall 
sorely  miss  his  wisdom  and  genial  personality,  and  earnestly  hope  that 
although  he  will  no  longer  preside  over  Meetings,  we  shall  not  lose 
touch  with  him  entirely. 

The  tragic  death  of  Mr.  Coxall  has  deprived  us  of  one  of  our 
most  active  Trustees.  He  had  helped  us  in  that  capacity  for  many 
years,  and  was  also  our  representative  on  the  Board  of  the  Buckhurst 
Hill  Trust,  Ltd.,  of  which  he  was  Chairman  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
Although  a  very  busy  man,  he  was  always  ready  to  make  time  for  any 
Hospital  work,  however  trivial. 
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In  the  death  of  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Tee  the  Hospital  has  lost  an  old 
and  valued  friend  who  had  been  its  Hon.  Solicitor  since  its  inception. 
From  the  Medical  Staff  we  have  had  two  resignations  to  record, 
Dr.  Pendred  and  Dr.  Woodside.  Dr.  Pendred  had  been  on  our 
Medical  Staff  from  the  foundation  of  the  Hospital,  and  we  all  wish  him 
health  and  strength  to  enjoy  in  his  retirement  the  leisure  which  he 
has  so  strenuously  earned.  Dr.  Woodside  has  not  only  done  wonder¬ 
ful  work  for  us  for  many  years  in  the  Chingford  area,  but  his  exceptional 
dramatic  skill  has  rendered  him  the  life  and  soul  of  all  the  recent 
Christmas  entertainments  in  the  wards. 

Following  on  the  excellent  example  of  Buckhurst  Hill  and 
Chingford  Hospital  Aid  Society,  a  local  Committee  has  been  formed 
for  Loughton,  and  is  already  producing  most  excellent  results,  not  only 
on  the  financial  side,  but  also  in  bringing  more  of  our  residents  in 
touch  with  the  Hospital  and  interesting  them  in  its  welfare.  There 
would  undoubtedly  appear  to  be  ample  scope  for  a  similar  local  Com¬ 
mittee  in  Chigwell,  where  the  change  from  an  ancient  Essex  village  to 
a  large  residential  suburb  is  taking  place  even  more  rapidly  than  in 
other  parts  of  our  area. 

Whatever  our  views  may  be,  as  individual  residents,  on  the 
radical  changes  taking  place  in  our  area,  we  are  all  united  in  one  fixed 
determination  that  our  local  Hospital  must  always  have  sufficient 
accommodation  to  supply  the  needs  of  that  area.  Just  as  our  prede¬ 
cessors  built  a  hospital  suitable  for  the  population  of  the  time,  so  it  is 
now  our  special  duty  to  maintain  the  same  ratio  for  our  increasing 
population.  Our  “margin  of  safety”  cannot  be  reduced,  and  however 
onorous  the  inception  of  new  extensions  and  enlargements  may  be,  it  is 
our  bounden  duty  to  look  well  ahead  and  formulate  our  plans  to  cope 
with  the  needs  of  the  future  “  Forest  ”  area. 

Our  retiring  President  constantly  urged  the  need  for  increasing 
our  list  of  annual  subscribers  and  widening  the  basis  of  responsibility 
for  the  maintenance  of  our  Hospital.  Much  has  been  done  during  1935 
in  this  direction,  but  the  scope  for  assistance  in  this  work  is  almost 
unlimited,  and  if  each  of  our  friends  who  have  the  welfare  of  the 
Hospital  at  heart  could  induce  two  or  three  fresh  subscribers  to 
support  us  each  year,  we  could  look  forward  with  greater  confidence 
to  the  inevitable  increase  in  our  expenditure  in  years  to  come.

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GENERAL  REPORT, 

1935. 


The  following  Report  is  presented  by  the  Hospital  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1935. 

The  total  number  of  Patients  treated  during  the  period  was  969 
distributed  as  follows  : — Buckhurst  Hill  233,  Loughton  238,  High 
Beech  3,  Chingford  287,  Chigwell  and  Chigwell  Row  21,  Abridge  and 
Lambourne  3,  and  184  outside  the  area. 

The  general  wards  accommodated  406  cases,  and  the  private 
and  semi-private  wards  249.  Of  these  cases  532  were  surgical  and 
123  medical. 

296  non-resident  cases  received  treatment  at  the  Hospital 
without  occupying  a  bed. 

There  were  352  accident  cases  (of  which  71  came  from  outside 
the  area)  and  there  were  594  operations. 

536  cases  received  X‘^ay  and  electrical  or  massage  treatment 
of  which  120  were  In-patients  and  416  non-resident. 

Medical  Staff. 

The  resignations  of  Dr.  Pendred  and  Dr.  Woodside  have 
already  been  mentioned  in  the  Foreword  and  we  welcome  Dr.  I. 
Monteith  Bell  who  was  elected  to  the  Medical  Staff  in  November 
last. 

Our  Consulting  Physician,  Dr.  Alfred  Piney,  has  relinquished 
that  appointment  on  leaving  the  neighbourhood.

The  large  number  of  appreciative  letters  received  give  testimony  to 
the  efficient  and  sympathetic  way  in  which  the  nursing  has  been 
carried  out. 

King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  Inspection. 

Sir  Francis  Fremantle  and  Mr.  Philip  S.  Waley  made  a 
thorough  inspection  of  the  Hospital  and  expressed  their  satisfaction  as 
to  the  condition  of  the  Hospital  and  the  various  equipments  necessary 
for  the  welfare  of  the  patients. 

Alexandra  Rose  Day. 

The  organisation  of  the  district  was  again  carried  out  under  the 
supervision  of  Mrs.  G.  V.  Cross  (Buckhurst  Hill)  and  the  following 
sub- organisers  : — Miss  Smith  (Abridge),  Mrs.  Grayston  (Chigwell), 
Mrs.  Haselgrove  (North  Chingford)  and  Mrs.  Shelley  (Loughton). 
The  energy  and  enthusiasm  shown  in  their  work  was  of  great  value  to 
the  Hospital  and  the  Committee  tender  their  very  sincere  thanks  and 
congratulate  them  on  the  result.  The  sum  received  from  the  fund 
was  £210. 

Help  Yourself  Society. 

The  Committee  again  express  their  thanks  to  Mr.  S.  A.  Bennett 
(Chairman)  and  Mrs.  G.  V.  Cross  (Organising  Secretary)  and  the 
Sub-committee  and  helpers  for  the  splendid  way  in  which  the  arduous 
work  was  carried  out.  The  very  substantial  financial  assistance  rendered 
to  the  Hospital  is  most  valuable  and  gratifying.  The  amount  allotted  to 
the  Hospital  on  this  account  by  the  Stock  Exchange  Dramatic  and 
Operatic  Society  is  £226.  Since  we  first  participated  in  this  Fund  the 
amounts  allotted  to  our  Hospital  have  shown  an  increase  annually.

FURTHER  METHODS  BY  WHICH  TO 
HELP  THE  FOREST  HOSPITAL. 


Charitable  gifts  are  subject  to  Income  Tax,  but  if  made  under  the 
special  arrangements  the  Hospital  can  reclaim. 

(1)  4 4 Endowment  Subscriptions.”  By  payment  to  the  Hospital 
of  a  capital  sum  in  lieu  of  annual  subscription.  This  has  the 
advantage  of  saving  Income  Tax  on  annual  income  and  the 
amount  so  saved  can  be  used  to  give  a  further  help  to  charity— 
also  the  income  can  be  acknowledged  by  the  Hospital  as  the 
donor’s  annual  subscription  during  life,  and  afterwards  the  capital 
sum  applied  to  Hospital  maintenance. 

(2)  44  Limited  Subscriptions/'  By  promising  to  pay  a  fixed  sum 
yearly  for  seven  years  or  for  life,  whichever  is  the  shorter.  The 
Hospital  can  claim  the  return  of  Income  Tax  on  such  subscriptions. 
Special  forms  for  this  purpose  can  be  sent  to  subscribers  on 
application  to  the  Hon.  Treasurer. 

(3)  4‘  Trust  Donations.”  Another  way  is  to  create  a  “  Trust  Fund  ” 
by  putting  a  capital  sum  into  trust  for  charity.  The  interest 
thereon  is  under  the  control  of  the  donor,  which  he  gives  to  charity, 
and  the  capital  can  be  willed  to  such  charities  as  the  donor  may 
wish.  By  this  plan  the  donor  can  take  an  interest  year  by  year  in 
its  disposal,  and  at  the  same  time  increase  the  amount  subscribed 
by  adding  the  saving  of  Income  Tax.  In  addition  to  the 
increased  subscription  made  possible  by  the  saving  of  Income 
Tax,  where  the  donor  is  a  Sur-Tax  Payer  the  subscription  can  again 
be  increased  by  the  amount  of  the  Sur-Tax  thereon.  Death 
duties  are  not  chargeable. 

The  advantage  to  the  donor  is  that  he  legitimately  escapes  a 
portion  of  Income  Tax  by  parting  with  sufficient  capital  to  produce 
his  annual  subscription,  and  to  the  charity  which  accepts  the  capital 
cand  gains  a  perpetual  endowment.  The  Hospital  is  free  from  Income 
Tax,  and  recovers  it  if  deducted  before  receipt  of  income. 

(4)  44  Bequests.”  The  correct  form  for  inclusion  as  a  clause  in  a 
will  or  as  a  codicil  can  be  supplied  on  application.
